A BOMB OUTRAGE 
Questioned by Mr. FitzGerald about the

On the 25th September, the day after 
the outrage, he wrote to the papers dis- 
sociating himself and his union from it. It 
never had been suggested that his members 
had anything to do with the outrage.

In cross-examination by Mr. Moloney, the 
witness stated that the pickets were, posted 
in furtherance of the trade dispute witb 
Fergusons’ for the purpose of sara rá and 
to receive and communicate. information. 
Mr. Moloney—Had you any experience your- 
self of picketing 1-1 had tremendous ex- 
perience. I was on strike for three years. 
Asked what he would consider a legitimate 
number of pickets to place on the plaintiffs’ 
premises, the witness said that he would te 
prepared to limit the number to any size 
the Superintendent of the Civic Guard would 
suggest. Having regard to the size of the 
street and other things, he thought that the 
number of the picket should be six or eight.

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| JUDGMENT DELIVERED 
“ INSWEEPCASE - 
5 i css | 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Judgment was delivered in the matter of 
Shivdevi, a minor, and of the Trustee Act, 
1895. ‘The case, said Mr. Justice Johnston, 
involved a question regarding the fate of a 
fragment of the far-flung treasure of the 
Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstakes. share, 
amounting to £216, in one of the lesser prizes 
was won in 1934 by a seven-year-old Indian 

named Shivdevi, daughter of one 


the Holkar State, Central India. share 
in the prize-winning ticket had been pur- 
chased by Dharamal for his daughter, and 
the Sweepstake Trustees, being unable to 
y it to Miss Shivdevi by redson of her 
minority, lodged it in court. 
Mr. Dharamal, on March 2 last, was ap- 
per by Judge Amarnath Segal, of the 
istrict Court of Indore, as guardian of 
Shivdevi, the order setting out that the 
young lady’s property consisted of the prize 
in question, and that Dharamal had given 
security for the protection of this fortune 
and for safeguarding the interest of the 
ward. An affidavit by Mr. Ayodhia Prasad, 
barrister-at-law, Indore, stated that *‘ the 
constitutional ‘position of the Indore State, 
so far as judicial mattevs are concerned, is 
independent of any interference from the 
British Government."* This gentleman also 
stated that ‘‘the personal law of the minor, 
Shivdevi, is the Hindu law. According to 
that law, her fatter would be her guardian 
both of person and property.” 
He was satisfied that Mr. Dharamal was 
‘his daughter’s guardian, by virtue of his 
relationship under the Hindu law or of the 
District Court order, or of both, and that 
Dharamal was competent to give a good dis- 
charge for the money. The law was settled in 
England, Ireland and Scotland as to money 
under the control of a competent court 
belonging to a minor ‘with aforeign domicile, 
residing in the country of the domicile, 
which. was claimed by the curator or 
guardian of the minor. It was decided that 
the Court had power to pay the money to 
the foreign guardian if the Court was 
satisfied on the evidence that the payment 
was reasonably necessary and would be for 
the minor's benefit. 
This:sum of about £200 was small accord- 
ing to European standards, ‘but it would 
probably be a very considerable fortune for 
a young Indian lady if kept intact. It was 
nearly equivalent to her father’s total income 
for four years, and its continued existence 
as a capital sum would, he had no doubt, 
render Miss Shivdevi much more im- 
portant person in her father’s household than 
if the whole amount were paid out to him to 
be spent according to his discretion, even a 
discretion rage wisely. The case made 
by her ;fatffér as to why the entire money 
should be paid to him was set out in an 
afhdavit, in which he said he was in railway 
service, and drew a salary equivalent to 
‘about £5 per month, and that his present 
means did not permit him to spend enough 
on his daughter's education. He added that, 
if he was enabled to draw on her property, 
it would substantially improve her position, 
help her advancement in life, and ultimately 
settle her well. | 
There was, no hint as to how the money 
was to be used for the girl’s ‘‘ advance- 
ment "or what wer@@§he facilities for the 
education of women in the Holkar State. 
He had no information as to the social and 
political conditions under which this girl 
was being brought up, and did not know 
how the caste system existing in India would 
affect her life. He did not even know when, 
if ever, that period of emancipation in her 
life would arrive which we called ‘‘ coming 
of age.” He was in the dark as to how the 
money, if sent to India, would bey safeguarded 
or what facilities existed there for invest- 
ment of trust money. 7 
He concluded that, in the best interests 
of the minor, he should continue to keep the 
money in charge of the Court, the amount 
to be suitably invested, and the income, for 
seven years, to be used by Mr. Dharamal for 
his daughter’s education. He allowed the

R. W. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) asked 
the Minister for Industry and Com. 
merce, in the Dail yesterday, if he 

was aware that the Dublin United ‘Tramways 
Company increased its fares substantially 
during recent months; whether he had taken 
auy steps to ascertain the grounds on which 
these increases were based; whether he was 
aware that the increased fares were inflicting 
great hardships on working people who reside 
at considerable distance from their place of 
employment, and whether he proposed to take 
any action to prevent a continuance of this 
hardship. 

Mr. LEMASS—I am aware that increases in 
fares have recently been made by the Dublin 
United Tramways Company, and have had 
the matter under close consideration with the 
company. The examination of the informa- 
tion which has heen put forward by the 
company in justification of the increases is 
now nearly completed, but I am not yet in a 
position to make a statement on the matter. 


BREAD PRICES LEGISLA- 
TION 


Replying to Mr. W. Davin (Lab., Leix- 
Offaly), Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that he was aware that 
there had been increases in the prices of 
bread and flour during recent months. In- 


creases in the price of flour were 
attributable to various causes, ~ of 
which the principal were:—(a) the 


fact that millers had now to pay the full 
guaranteed price for native wheat, (b) in- 
creased production of native wheat, and (c) 
increased prices for imported wheat.

The only thing that is necessary—and it 
is vitally necessary—to place the Free 
State in the forefront of Europe’s pro- 
gressive nations is a settlement with Great 
Britain. It could be secured to-morrow, 
on advantageous terms, if our Govern- 
ment’s political wisdom was one-half so 
sound as its financial management. 


Industry and Government ' 


If that normally accurate newspaper, 
the Daily Telegraph, is not misinformed, 
the British Government has evolved far- 
reaching plans to deal with the ‘“‘dis-. 
tressed areas.” These areas—which, with 
official euphemism, have been re-christened 
“special areas’’—include some of the 
most highly industrialised, and once most 
prosperous, regions in Great Britain. 
They never will regain their old pros- 
perity :. of that fact there is little doubt. 
Britain knows that, even if her supremacy 
as a manufacturing nation still is acknow- 
ledged, she has lost her Victorian monopoly 
of the world’s markets. She knows that, 
even when the depression will have been 
overcome, there will be factories in those 
special] areas which cannot hope to re- 
open, and men who cannot hope to be 
re-eemployed. To 'the problem of those 
regions her Government is giving par- 
ticular attention. Already it has lavished 
money in an effort to revive industry in 
them; and now comes news of a further 
venture—a venture which, it is safe to 
say, is almost without parallel in British 
history. The Government’s purpose is to 
attract manufacturers to the depressed 
areas. As an inducement it has decided 
to erect modern, well-equipped factories 
there, at the national expense, and to 
rent them out to prospective industrialists. 
Thereby the manufatturer will be saved 
a heavy outlay on capital, and, in every 
likelihood, will be encouraged to take a 
chance which ordinarily would have 
seemed too dangerous. The scheme will 
not involve any relaxation of the Govern- 
ment’s other plans for the relief of the 
distressed areas. Their inhabitants will 
be encouraged by every means to migrate 


and the prospects of‘ employment more 
favourable. Even this is a drastic experi- 
ment for Britain, and shows a degree of 
“paternalism ” which would have seemed 
to a pre-War statesman an almost

Nobody 
will, deny. that some of its industrial 
| ventures have been established on the 
asset to the nation. Factories have been 
founded which any country might: possess 
with pride—factories which turn out good 
and cheap wares, are modern in design 
and well equipped, treat their workers 
not only, with humanity but with 
generosity, and are an ornament, rather 
than an eyesore, to their neighbourhood. 
So far as the Government's policy has 
brought these factories into being, so far 
the Government deserves credit. Unfor- 
tunately, by no means all of the Free 
State’s new industries conform to the 
same high standard. Too many of them 
exist only by grace of heavy tariffs, and 
will collapse when those tariffs disappear. 
Some are housed in ancient and decrepit 
buildings, admitting neither light nor air; 
some, even—only called factories by 
courtesy—are cellars and. basements. 
“ Sweat-shops ’’ are not unknown, and 
their removal will demand all the powers 
of the Conditions of Employment Bill. 
Yet others’ of our factories are merely 
useless; they produce bad wares and 
demand high prices. 

We do not blame the Government 
unduly for these blemishes upon its 
industrial policy. If it wished to avoid 
them, it would require to advance far more 
slowly than it has advanced hitherto. No 
Government on earth is a match for the 
industrial ‘‘shark "’—least of all, the 
young Government of an agricultural 
nation—and Mr. Sean Lemass could avoid 


exercise of such a degree of control over 
industry as would be well-nigh intolerable. 
Nevertheless, much can be done without 
undue interf:rence. It is safe to say that 
very few industries could be established in 
the Free State to-day without the safe- 
guard of tariffs; and, if a potential 
industrialist demands such protection, it 
is only fair that he should submit, in the 
public interest, to a certain degree of 
discipline. If all goes well with the 
Conditions of Employment Bill, it will 
ensure that workers shall receive fair 
treatment. If the powers of the Prices 
Commission are extended,-and if steps are 
taken to enforce its recommendations, the 
consumer will not be unprotected. If the 
sanctions of the Town and Regional 
Planning Act are invoked to the full, and 
exercised by men of knowledge and fore- 
sight, there can be little fear that our 
countryside will be destrgyed by the grime 
and squalor of industrialism. In. some 
respects a small State can govern its 
destinies with a freedom which is denied 
to large nations. It lies in the hands of 
Mr. dé Valera’s' Government to-day 
whether this country’s economy shall 
evolve along a carefully marked path, 
skirting the evils of industrialism in other 
lands, or shall be left to its own devices, 
to do just as it pleases, and to end in 
chaos, dirt and misery. We are no 
advocates, by principle, of Government 
interference with private enterprise; but 
we believe most positively that the cry of 
‘* industries before everything ” must not 
be allowed to condone mistakes, and that 
the process of industry in this country 
needs to be guided with the utmost care. 
The dangers of industrial development 
along the wrong lines is far too great. 


M. Laval’s Decrees 


1t is a little curious to note how France. 
hitherto one of the most democratic of all 
countries, has been content for the last 
few months to accept something which is 
not very far removed from a dictatorship. 
When it became evident that nothing but 
drastic measures could save the franc from 
collapse, M. Laval was given the task of 
enforcing them, and he has used his 
power with a bold courage that must be 
admired. In order to save the franc it 
was necessary to balance the Budget, and 
in order to-balance the Budget M. Laval 
found that he would, have to cut salaries 
and increase taxation in the most drastic 
manner. His plan might have led to 
revolution if he had not also taken steps 
to ensure that the public would be able 
to bear the burden. Armed with ‘‘ emer- 
gency powers,” he issued decrees which 
not only enforced his economies, but also 
brought down the cost of living. The 
scope of: those decrees has been extremely 
wide. . They have embraced schemes for 
reducing unemployment by means of 
relief works, and regulations which have 
fixed the maximum prices for commodities 
and have ordered the reduction of such 
things as rents and the rate of interest on 
loans. Nothing has been too small to 
escape M. Laval’s notice—one of his 
recent decrees provided that, in future, 
centimes are to be ignored in taxation 
assessments, as the omission will save the 
State £30,000 a year in book-keeping. It 
is to be noted, also, that he has not con- 
fined his powers to matters relating to the 
financial crisis or the restoration of 
prosperity, and among his latest decrees 
are to be found rules increasing the 
penalties for espionage, discouraging 
‘‘abusive attacks on the heads of foreign 
Governments,’’ and reforming the organisa- 
tion of municipal pawnshops.  Pre-

| conviction a fine not exceeding £100, or, 

at the discretion of the Court, imprisonment 
not exceeding six months, or both fine and 
imprisonment, or on conviction on indict- 
ment a fine such as the Court may think 
proper, or imprisonment not exceeding two 
years, or penal servitude not exceeding 
seven years, or both fine and imprison- 
ment.

TWO SLOGANS 


In the course of the struggle two slogans 
‘became an integral part of the discussion. 
The first was ‘‘gaswork gauges.’’ Mr. 
Lemass introduced it -originally to illus- 
trate the work done by certain industrial 
employés, but in the end: everyone who 
spoke intoned those two words as if they 
solved the universe. The other phrase was 
“reading the papers,” also introduced by 
the Minister, but used exclusively at a 
later stage by Deputy Davin. Mr, Lemass 
had said that certain workers had to 
watch boiler gauges al] day, and that 
while they were doing it they might read 
the paper quite safely. This seemed to 
offend Deputy Davin’s view of the sanctity 
of labour, and as Mr, Lemass developed 
his picture of a factory Deputy Davin 
interposed ' reading the paper” in a 
hard, mocking voice. ‘‘ The employés are 
entitled to a rest period . . .” Mr. Lemass 
would begin, and then Deputy Davin 
would chip in with . reading the 
paper.” It served well to infuriate many 
representatives. 


THE CONVERSION BILL 


At 6 p.m. the National Loan Conversion 
Bill was taken and passed in all its 
stages, and a universal glow of agreement, 
by 6.20 p.m. Mr. MacEntee even thanked 
Deputy Cosgrave for his co-operation and 
useful suggestion, but in a moment we.

MR. BALDWIN ON 
PEACE 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—Mr. Baldwin was at his best and 
most characteristic yesterday in his speech 
to the Peace Society. It was not a party 


to deliver it. With that curious detach- 
ment of mind which his countrymen have 
learned to expect from him, he was able 
to turn from the preoccupations of the 
day and to elaborate his reflections upon 
peace and the ways by which peace can be 
maintained—questions which, as he said, 
have acquired during the past year a 
sharp, insistent reality for every one of 
us. He was speaking to the whole nation, 
for he could see no issue between the 
parties in their love for peace; and not 
merely to the nation, his voice will carry 
far beyond the boundaries of this country, 
and will be accepted everywhere as the 
voice of England speaking to the world. 
He is not an internationalist, he is an 
Englishman who loves England and is not 
ashamed of his love. | 
There is a typical passage in which he 
speaks of the peaceful beauty of rural 
England, of those garnered memories of 
the long peace of the countryside that a 
iwise man takes about with him as a 
viaticum. He warns us of the risks to 
which we expose our treasures, irreplace- 
able treasures, forssuch beauty cannot be 
built up in a few years of mass production, 
He reminds us what modern warfare is, 
with no glory in it but the heroism of 
man, and how public life has suffered 
because those who ‘would have been ready 
to take over from our tired and disillu- 
sioned generation are not there. The réal 
difficulty, as he points ont, is not to choose 
peace, but to made the choice effective. 
What is peace, Mr. Baldwin asks, very 
much as Pilate asked what was truth. | 
But, unlike Pilate, he stays for an answer. 
The peace he wants is not an armoured 
peace, an interval of preparation between 
wars, though he is afraid that unless we 
are careful that is all the peace we are 
likely to get. There are some who think 
that nations, like individuals, can 
cultivate an inward peace, the kind of 
peace which sometimes comes from turn- 
ing our eyes away from the struggles of 
others. It is a great temptation, he says, 
in a troubled world to turn inwards upon 
yourself, to cultivate that small private 
garden of your own personality, enriching ' 
it, doubtless, with many + § ton but 
shutting out all thought of what may be 
passing beyond the wall.

Mr. M&cEntee said that, as he indicated 
in his speech on the second reading last 
night, the total outstanding amount of the 
Loan to be redeemed or converted was 
£7,000,000. Holders of the outstanding 
Stock would be asked to convert their hold- 
ings, either in whole or in part, at their 
option, into an equal nominal amount of 
Stock of a new issue in terms of the 
prospectus to be published to-day. The 
prospectus would provide for the payment 
of interest on the Stock at the rate of 4 per 
cent. per annum, and for its redemption at 
par on 1st December, 1970. 

By the terms of the prospectus the 
Government of the Irish Free State would 
undertake to set aside on ist June and Ist 
December’ of each year. a sum equal. to 
2 9-16 per cent. of the total nominal 
amount of the Ioan issued. After deduct- 
ing therefrom the amount required for pay- 
ment of interest, the balance of the sum so 
set aside would be carried to an accumu- 
lative Sinking Fund, which would be 
applied to the purchase of the Loan for 
cancellation or otherwise invested for the 
benefit of the Sinking Fund. 


CHARGE ON CENTR2L FUND 


Both the principal and interest of the 
Loan would be a charge on the Central 
Fund of the Irish Free State.. The Loan 
would be known as the 4 per Cent. Conver-

PROVISIONS OF NEW BILL

The bill introduced, on Wednesday . last, 
Dr. Ryan, Mihister for Agriculture, íor 
more humane treatment, of animals in 
slaughter-houses and for making better 
vision generally in relation to the slaughter 
of animals, was circulated yesterday. 

Some time ago a bill for a like purpose 
was introduced by Senator O'Farrell ; passed 
by the Senate, but it made no pro 
The Government intimated its in- 
tention to bring in a bill of the same kind, 
and this measure now has been introtluced. - 

The new bill follows in the main along the 
measure. It 
twenty- 
gives the 
power to de- 
clare any particular type of instrument for 
slaughtering animals to be an approved in- 
strument for that purpose. 
slaughtering of animals without a licence, and 
the treatment of 
animals in slaughter-houses. 

It also makes greater administrative pro- 
vision than Senator O’Farrell’s bill, and em- 
powers local authorities to make regulations 
regarding transport and the proper exposure 
of meat for sale for human consumption. 

The penalties for infringement of the bill's 
provisions are more drastic in the new one, 
and it is left to the. Minister to fix the date on 
which the bill shall operate.
